And this Covenant, at firft but 
Voluntary, like their firft Solemn League, is now, as 
That was, made Compulfory, and Forc’d upon their 
Miniffers, ON Pain of Deprivation. Yet no Dan- 
ger appears from all this! 

Therefore they go on. And have Enter’d in- 
to SECRET Combinations among Themfelves, to 
Raife Funds for Arming the Well-Affected, but the 
svbole Defign to be Difcover’d at firft only to the 
Very well Affected ; to Name Captains and Officers, 
and have a Standing Force, with Places of General 
Rendezvous appointed, not to be Known but to 
the Well Affcéted.
